Led 
by a nice 1852 Humbert fifty dollar octagonal gold piece and a rare 1855 Wass, Molitor & Company twenty (the Small 
Head variety), other Territorial gold offerings include an 1860 Clark, Gruber five and an 1861 Clark, Gruber ten with the 
Pikes Peak design. An 1855 Kellogg & Co. twenty is the rare K-3a variety in Choice About Uncirculated condition. A run 
of memorable Carson City double eagles includes a sharp 1871-CC double eagle in XF40 PCGS and a semiprooflike 
1879-CC twenty in AU55 NGC. 

The Dr. Harry Salyards Collection, Part Two 

We presented the first part of Dr. Salyards' fine Seated half collection in the recent Long Beach event. Many bidders filled 
holes in their variety sets with high-end Seated halves in collector-friendly grades. Most of the coins were assembled two 
or three decades ago.

1662 Oak Tree Twopence, AU58 
Small 2, Noe-31 



3001 1662 Oak Tree Twopence AU58 NGC. CAC. Noe-31, W-240, 
Salmon 1-A, High R.6. Small 2. 10.6 gns. A horizontal die 
break from the top of the 2 in the date identifies the rare Noe- 
31 variety. The obverse is misaligned toward 5:30, as seen on 
the two Ford examples of the variety (lot XII:69 is Noe-31.5), 
while the reverse centering is nearly perfect. This golden-brown 
and gunmetal-gray example is surprisingly free from marks aside 
from a faint thin mark concealed between branches of the tree. 
Substantial luster shimmers from the legends, tree, and beads. 
Listed on page 38 of the 2016 Guide Book.

3002 1776 New Hampshire Pine Tree Copper, Breen-708, Whitman-8395, High R.7, Good 6 PCGS. CAC. Ex: Green / Newman. 142.0 
grains, 99% copper, per NGC test results. The obverse of this simply designed copper features a tall Pine Tree with the legend AMERICAN 
LIBERTY, while the reverse depicts a harp with the date 1776. Walter Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia lists six different varieties under the 
heading New Hampshire Coppers, but that illustrated and offered here is the only variety that is considered a genuine New Hampshire copper. 
Sylvester S. Crosby reproduced the legislation in Early Coins of America and noted that a copy of the original record of March 13, 1776 
included sketched designs that are nearly identical to the few surviving examples such as this piece from the Eric P. Newman Collection. 

Facts about these coppers are limited and surviving examples are extremely rare, although reproductions are commonplace. 
In his book, In Yankee Doodle’s Pocket, Will Nipper writes: “New Hampshire patterns are so rare that the probability of encountering a 
genuine specimen is almost zero. Yet, copies number in the millions.” Walter Breen estimated that eight or nine examples exist 
and Q. David Bowers suggested almost incredibly that as many as 32 might exist when he assigned this variety a rating of “URS-5 or 
6” in the Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and Early American Coins. A rating of URS-4 is in line with this cataloger’s experience. 

The Newman coin, the Garrett example, and one other seem to be the only three in private hands, with others in the collections of 
the American Numismatic Society and the Smithsonian Institution. All five examples are cast, rather than struck, perhaps 
unsurprising as steel for dies was unobtainable, and they were made by the silversmith, William Moulton, according to numismatic 
tradition. Moulton was recommended by the New Hampshire House of Representatives to produce the coins. 

The cast production of these pieces undoubtedly accounts for some of the light porosity seen on all known examples. The otherwise splendid 
surfaces are lovely golden-brown, with the principal devices on both sides outlined. The legend and date are partially visible. All five known 
examples are low grade. 

The New Hampshire House of Representatives established a committee on March 13, 1776 to consider the subject of coinage, and they 
recommended that William Moulton produce up to 100 pounds of copper coinage to be the weight of an English halfpence (the following 
reproduced from Crosby): 

“In the House of Representatives Mar: 13th 1776. 

“Voted that a Committee be chose to Join a Committee from the Honorable Board, to confer upon the expediency of making Copper Coin 
& make a report to this House. 

“Voted, that Capt. Pierce Long, Jonathan Lovell, Esq. & Deacon Nahum Balden be the Committee for the above mentioned purpose. P. 
White Speaker.” 

Wyseman Claggett and Benjamin Giles replied with their report the same day: 

“The Committee humbly report that they find it expedient to make Copper Coin, for the Benefit of small Change, and as the Continental 
and other Bills are so large that William Moulton be empowered to make so many as may amount to 100 lb. [weight] subject when made to 
the Inspection and Direction of the General Assembly, before Circulation. Also we recommend that 108 of said Coppers be equal to one 
Spanish [Milled] Dollar: That the said Coin be of pure Copper and equal in [weight] to English halfpence, and bear such Device thereon as 
the [General] Assembly may approve. Wyseman Claggett, Chairman.” 

Just over three months later, on June 28, 1776, the same body voted a sum not to exceed 1,000 pounds in lawful money with a weight of five 
pennyweight and 10 grains each (130 grains): 

“Voted, That the Treasurer of this Colony receive into the Treasury, in exchange for the Paper Bills of this Colony, any quantity of Copper 
Coin, made in this Colony, of the weight of five pennyweight and ten grains each, to the amount of any sum not exceeding £1,000 lawful 
money; three of which Coppers shall be received and paid for two pence, lawful money, in all payments; which Coppers shall have the 
following device, viz: A Pine tree, with the word American Liberty on one side, and a harp and the figures 1776 on the other side.” 

The surviving pieces all weigh between 142 and 155 grains, nearly equal to the weight of an English halfpence and 10% to 20% over the 
authorized weight of June 28, suggesting they were produced in reply to the original recommendation of March, and that the June 28 authorization 
never materialized. 

Silversmith and pioneer William Moulton III was born at Newburyport, Massachusetts on July 12, 1720. He married Lydia Greenleaf on 
September 16, 1742, and died at Marietta, Northwest Territory (Ohio) in 1793. He plied his trade in Newburyport from 1742 to 1762, and in 
Hempstead, New Hampshire from 1762 until 1788, when he left for the Northwest Territory. It is likely that he is the same William Moulton who 
made the New Hampshire coppers, and he is undoubtedly the same man who lived his last few years in Ohio Country. The June 25, 1788 issue of 
the Essex Journal of Newburyport, Massachusetts published extracts of a letter “from Mr. William Moulton, to his family in Hampstead, in the state 
of New Hampshire.” Julia Perkins Cutler, author of Founders of Ohio, related an eye-witness account of Col. Joseph Barker during the Indian Wars 
of 1791 that specifically mentions “old Mr. William Moulton, aged seventy, with his apron full of old goldsmith’s tools.” There is no doubt that 
William Moulton, the Massachusetts and New Hampshire silversmith who made these rare copper coins, was also the Ohio pioneer.

PCGS. CAC. Ex: Whitman / Newman. 171.4 grains, 99% copper 
per NGC metallurgical tests. Two varieties of the Liber Natus, 
Excelsior coppers are known. The variety offered here combines 
the standing Indian obverse with the New York Arms reverse. 
Typical survivors are in higher grades, suggesting that the variety 
saw little circulation. Just over a dozen examples of this variety 
are known. Based on John Ford’s notes, Michael Hodder presented 
a preliminary census of this issue in the May 2004 Ford catalog, 
recording nine examples. We have refined and expanded that 
census here:

Although this piece was cleaned many decades ago, both sides 
are now attractively and naturally toned to olive and light blue- 
steel. Trivial rim bruises are to be expected on these old coppers, 
but the obverse and reverse surfaces are outstanding.

Exceptional Silver Content

10.8 grains, 94% silver, 5% copper, per 
NGC metallurgical tests. John Chalmers of Annapolis issued silver 
threepence, sixpence, and shillings dated 1783, likely to alleviate 
a shortage of coinage, and as a response to the refusal of the local 
population to accept lightweight Spanish bits that were literally cut 
from Spanish milled dollars. Who could blame the citizens when 
unscrupulous individuals would cut five “fourths” or nine “eighths” 
out of a single dollar? 

Judging from the condition of most survivors, the Chalmers silver 
coins were well-received and circulated extensively, despite the 
estimated 8% profit that Chalmers earned on the venture, according 
to numismatic researcher and writer Philip Mossman. Perhaps his 
reputation as a community leader and former Continental Army 
captain aided the circulation of the Chalmers silver coins. 

Annapolis, Maryland, planned in 1694, was an upper-class 
town of brick mansions and polished society, according to an 18th 
century British official. The town was also a political center that 
served briefly as home to the U.S. Congress in late 1783 and the 
first half of 1784. John Chalmers operated his silversmith business 
in that setting, having an interest in politics and economics. That 
was the environment of his silver coinage. Will Nipper writes 
in his book In Yankee Doodle’s Pocket: “They may have been 
advertising pieces, political statements or simply a means of 
satisfying his customers’ need for coinage. The exact reason for 
their existence is unknown.” 

The threepence are clearly rarer than the shillings, but they 
are seen more frequently than the sixpence. This example has 
splendid pewter-gray surfaces with light silver devices and traces of 
peripheral champagne toning. The strike is imperfectly centered, 
although most of the obverse border details are visible.

& Co., and imported to America, Talbot, Allum & Lee cents 
were distributed into circulation in 1794 and 1795 to advertise 
the New York-based business, which was engaged in the India 
trade. Pieces are known both with and without the words NEW 
YORK above the ship on the reverse. This high-end example 
represents the with NEW YORK variant; it is the single finest 
certified at NGC, and is the finest of just six Red and Brown- 
designated pieces at NGC and PCGS combined by two full grade 
points (6/15). Flashy copper-red luster radiates from the recesses, 
with complementary pale burgundy accents on each side. The 
strike is sharp, and the preservation is exceptional.

144.8 grains, 99% copper per NGC metallurgical tests. The reverse 
belongs to the series of Nova Constellatio coppers. There seems to 
be some confusion about the punctuation between those words. 
A period or dot clearly follows NOVA, but the other element 
that precedes NOVA is typically called a star or an “extra star.” 
As that element has five lobes, and the stars between the rays 
have six points, that design element is better described as a 
cinquefoil, following Walter Breen’s description. The reverse die 
is the same as the 1783 Nova Constellatio Crosby 2-B. Often 
labeled as products of Birmingham, England, new evidence points 
to the possibility of an American manufacture. 

Just over a dozen examples of this important variety are known, 
according to the URS-5 rating in the Whitman Encyclopedia of 
Colonial and Early American Coins. The Eric P. Newman coin is a 
little finer than the XF Ford coin. 

A few trivial rim bumps are evident on each side of this 
exceptionally attractive copper. The lightly marked surfaces are 
pleasing olive-brown with a few maroon toning splashes on the 
obverse. The strike is a trifle blunt on the high points of this long- 
pedigreed piece. The impression is well-centered with a full date 
and complete legends that are well in from the partially detailed 
border.

The legends are all bold and the surface display mildly granular, 
deep brown patina. Light tool marks on the obverse portrait are 
not obvious to the unaided eye, and the reverse shows a few stray 
hairline scratches, hidden in the deep patina.

This example displays bold detail, 
with rich reddish'brown patina that shows deeper olive at 3 o’clock 
on the reverse. The surfaces are generally smooth, although a mint' 
made planchet flaw stretches from the reverse rim at 7 o’clock, along 
the top of UNITED, to the rim at 9 o’clock, and a small rim bump 
is noted on the same side below the fraction. Overall, a pleasing 
example with excellent color.

Most Uncirculated 
examples fall into the Brown or Red and Brown color categories, 
and few grade finer than MS64. This Gem full Red example offers 
the collector a rare opportunity to acquire a truly high-end example 
of this series key. The design elements are well-defined and the 
surfaces display satiny copper-gold luster with subtle overtones of 
rose and russet. A few tiny specks are not obtrusive. Housed in an 
old green label holder.

Indian cent is distinctive due to its reverse which shows a wreath 
of laurel rather than the oak variety seen on subsequent issues. An 
estimated 800 proof 1859 Indian cents were struck, although it is 
unknown if all were distributed. 

This outstanding example is tied with just seven others as the 
finest Cameo at PCGS; NGC shows a single PR67 Cameo finer 
(5/15). The design elements are fully rendered with significant 
mint frost. The fields show deep mirroring amid coppery-gold and 
amber hues. A few tiny specks do not detract. This coin is without 
a doubt one of the most visually impressive examples known of this 
one-year type.

Seldom Seen So Well-Preserved

seen in the higher proof grades and less often still seen with the 
Cameo designation. Given the meager mintage of 460+ proofs, the 
paucity of high-grade examples is understandable. This piece shows 
appreciable contrast over reddish-orange surfaces that show top- 
notch eye appeal, a sharp proof strike including four diamonds on 
the ribbon and good detail on the feather tips, and no mentionable 
distractions.

This Gem proof is largely golden-orange 
in color, but with soft auburn and violet overtones that contribute 
to the Red and Brown color designation. The strike is full and 
the fields are mirrored.

The 1886 issue saw a subtle shift in the design of the Indian cent 
that involved slight rearrangement of the feathers in the headdress. 
On pre-1886 coins and examples from earlier in that year, the 
lowest feather points between the I and C of AMERICA; on later 
pieces, it points between the C and A. Among proofs, the latter 
variety forms a tiny minority. 

The present coin is the finer of just two pieces with a Red 
Cameo designation for the Variety 2 subtype at PCGS (6/15). The 
fields are lemon-gold with hints of orange, while distinct rose- 
orange accents visit the portrait. Both sides offer pleasing contrast, 
excellent preservation, and wonderful eye appeal. Arguably the 
most important 1886 Type Two proof cent on the market today.

Coppery-red luster is deepened by a 
uniform burgundy hue which precludes a full Red color designation.

The 1803 is divided into two chief varieties, differentiated by 
the size of the 3 in the date.

The Small 3 variety is represented by just 
a single die marriage (0-104), and is thus somewhat scarcer by 
comparison. Of the three Large 3 varieties, 0-103 is perhaps the 
most interesting. This variety matches the Large 3 obverse with 
the Large Stars reverse that is later employed for 0-104, and is thus 
readily attributed. On this marriage, the obverse is clashed and 
lightly cracked through the top of LIBERTY, not surprising given 
this is the third and final use of this head die. 

The present Select example is one of only six Mint State Large 
3 examples at PCGS, including two MS62, three MS63, and a 
single MS64 finer; two Small 3 examples are recorded in MS62 
and MS64, respectively. All varieties included, NGC shows only 
eight Mint State 1803 halves, the finest of which is a sole MS63 
coin, also representing the 0-103 variety (5/15).

Michael Standish’s narrative on the 1893-S 
Morgan dollar in his reference work, M organ Dollar — America’s 
Love Affair With a Legendary Coin, begins: “The 1895 Proof may be 
popularly referred to as the King of Morgan Dollars, but it’s more 
steward than heir to the throne. The true king is the Mint State 
1893-S.” 

The 1893-S is well-known to claim the series-low regular-issue 
mintage of only 100,000 coins, and its status as the paramount 
key to the series has never been questioned. Yet, it is easy to lose 
sight of what makes this issue so special, especially when healthy 
numbers of lower-grade circulated pieces are exchanged frequently 
among dealers and collectors. Simply, the 1893-S Morgan dollar is 
by a significant margin the rarest date in the series in Mint State. 

All 100,000 examples were struck in January 1893, and the 
vast majority were released into circulation; others were likely 
melted as a result of the 1918 Pittman Act. It is apparent that no 
quantities of this date were reserved in government vaults. The 
only representatives that turned up in the early 1960s’ Treasury 
releases were a few stray circulated coins, although about this same 
time, in Great Falls, Montana, a small group of 28 Mint State coins 
(or just 20, per Bowers) was discovered in a bag of 189TS dollars. 
These coins make up a significant percentage of the surviving 
Uncirculated population of the 1893-S, and all others appear to 
have survived merely by chance. 

Certified population totals are likely inflated by resubmissions, 
although they offer significant insight into the conditional rarity 
of this issue. In all Mint State grades, PCGS has seen just 37 coins, 
including just a single Prooflike specimen in MS62; NGC records 27 
Uncirculated examples, with none in the Prooflike category (5/15). 
The only other issue that comes close to such a low survival rate in 
Mint State is the 1892-S, which has a combined certified population 
of 115 Mint State coins at PCGS and NGC — nearly twice that of 
the 1893-S. Mint State 1893-S Morgans have previously appeared 
in our auctions only 38 times in more than two decades. Of these, 
only seven appearances were for an MS63 example, and there were 
only five individual coins therein represented. For a Morgan dollar, 
this is an extremely infrequent appearance rate. 

The last MS63 1893-S Morgan we offered was lot 80 in our 
April 2007 Dallas Signature sale, where it realized $149,500.

Produced from a different reverse hub, the die had heightened 
definition of the eagle’s tail feathers, including a raised central line, 
rather than the incuse one seen on regular issue pieces. Paul Gilkes 
wrote about the different reverse in Coin World, July 4, 2005. This 
variety was originally attributed by PCGS as FS-401; it was later 
listed as FS-901 in the Cherrypickers’ Guide, fourth edition. It is 
now correctly listed in the fifth edition of the same as FS-902, and 
recognized as such by PCGS.

At the 
MS65 level, however, the 1914-D emerges as a notable condition 
rarity. Just 43 pieces have achieved the Gem grade at NGC, with a 
single MS67 coin finer (10/14), significantly fewer than sO'Certified 
of the 1911-D. Much of the reason for this is that the 1914-D “may 
well be the worst struck Indian Head Quarter Eagle,” according 
to Michael Fuljenz in his 2010 reference, Indian Gold Coins of the 
20th Century.

Showcase-Worthy Rarity 



3288 1863 MS67 NGC. This magnificent 1863 gold three dollar piece 
is a member of the Condition Census Superb Gems that Bowers 
and Winter refer to as “showpieces” in the opening comments of 
their narrative on this issue in The United States $3 Gold Pieces. 
As few as 30 to 40 examples of this date are believed to survive in 
Mint State, with a significant portion of these residing in MS62 
and lower grades. Examples are rare in MS63 through MS66, and 
anything finer is the centerpiece of a marquee event when offered 
at auction. NGC records just three submissions of this date in 
MS67 (one in MS67 Star), with two MS68 coins finer (one in 
MS68 Star); PCGS contributes a single MS67 coin and an MS68 
piece finer (5/15). Given the inflation of the certified population 
data for this issue in lower grades, it is conceivable that even these 
paltry Superb Gem figures include one or more resubmissions. 

The 1863 gold three dollar piece had a scant mintage of 
5,000 coins, mirroring the low production totals of most gold 
denominations for this period. In the East, gold coins generally 
did not circulate during this period due to economic uncertainties 
centered on the most pivotal periods of the Civil War. Most 
examples of the 1863 gold three dollar issue that were absorbed 
by private hands were either melted for their bullion or tightly 
hoarded. Remarkably few examples were set aside with care, and 
today, most known survivors grade in the upper XF to AU range, 
showing evidence of careless handling. 

Our Permanent Auction Archives show only 24 previous 
appearances of this issue in any Mint State grade over the past two 
decades, and only two of these offerings were for an MS67-quality 
coin. The most recent of these was a die-clashed MS67 PCGS CAC 
example offered as lot 5386 in our 2014 FUN Signature sale where 
it garnered $211,500. The present NGC coin is, in some respects, 
superior to that example - the surface quality is comparable, but this 
piece is noticeably sharper on the wreath bow and its semiprooflike 
fields are joyously devoid of clash marks. The latter characteristic is 
of major importance for this issue, as Bowers and Winter state: “All 
examples seen by the authors have clash marks on both sides.” As if 
it weren’t obvious by the sheer quality of the die impression and the 
boldness of the motifs, this coin is nothing other than a beautiful 
early strike, one of the finest known from an aesthetic perspective. 
Seemingly flawless surfaces display warm wheat-gold luster. With 
only a few dozen Superb Gem three dollar gold pieces known for 
the entire series, the importance of this 1863 representative cannot 
be overstated.

The financial downturn 
that began in the United States in 1873 was, by 1877, exacerbated 
by a great strike nationwide among railroad workers and an 
ensuing collapse of the lumber market. Unemployment had been 
widespread for years, and the economic gloom deepened.

The reverse, however, is seen 
here in its only use, as it quickly cracks; in this terminal state, 
the tail die is shattered, with a network of bold breaks evident to 
the naked eye. Bass had an example of this die state (lot 290 in 
Part III of the Bass Collection, offered by Bowers and Merena in 
May 2000), and another is found in the Smithsonian Institution;

The 1851 is a high-mintage issue from 
the inaugural period of the double eagle denomination, but few 
examples survive in Mint State, and this date is rare finer than 
MS62. In 1850 and ‘51, approximately 250,000 ounces of gold 
(mostly dust) was being mined monthly in California, with limited 
options available to miners and bankers for converting it into 
usable coin. Various private coiners and later the United States 
Assay Office in San Francisco consumed part of the ore, but the 
majority was either shipped abroad or transported via steamship 
to New Orleans and Philadelphia for coinage, mostly into double 
eagles. The San Francisco branch mint was not authorized until 
mid-1852, and did not become operational until April 1854. Thus, 
the double eagle mintages at Philadelphia in 1850 through ‘53 
were unusually high, and these dates are among the more plentiful 
Liberty double eagle issues from the period. 

This 1851 representative is well-struck, with softly frosted, 
green-gold luster. No major abrasions are present, and we instead 
note just light chatter in the fields that limits the grade.

This inaugural San Francisco issue had a mintage of 141,468 
pieces, a somewhat stunted figure compared to later issues due 
primarily to two factors: the branch mint did not begin operations 
until April 1854, and afterward, coinage was frequently interrupted 
by shortages of the refining acids needed to work raw ore into 
coinable alloy. Most of those pieces that were struck experienced 
extensive circulation; even pieces primarily retained in the banking 
sector of the economy were carelessly handled and traded. Many of 
the higher-grade pieces known today originated in a cache of about 
200 to 300 examples recovered from the wreck of the S.S. Yankee

The purpose of the star, if there initially 
was one, is generally agreed to have been purely for market gain, a 
tactic thought to boost sales by forcing collectors to purchase two 
coins, rather than one. Both the With Star and No Star halves were 
initially offered at a cost of $1 each, although in December 1922, 
the price for the No Star variant fell to 75 cents, and that of the 
With Star variety rose to $1.50. This reflected the lower available 
supply of the With Star issue. 

By January 1st, when sales were discontinued, only 4,250 With 
Star examples had been distributed (not counting six additional 
assay coins), while the No Star version had been distributed to 
the extent of 67,350 coins (plus 55 assay pieces). As a result, the 
With Star Grant Memorial half is significantly scarcer than its No 
Star counterpart today, and high-end examples are scarcely seen.

Neoclassicism was a dominant influence on many United 
States coin designs, particularly in the decades immediately 
following the turn of the 20th century, but perhaps no single 
design was as bold in this regard as that of the Panama-Pacific 
fifty dollar commemoratives, struck in San Francisco in 1915. 
Robert Aitken’s representation of the Roman goddess Minerva 
and an owl was strongly symbolic of America’s outlook on the 
triumph of completing the Panama Canal and the advancement 
in industry which it represented, as well as the rebirth of San 
Francisco following the devastating earthquake of 1906. Minerva, 
the Roman equivalent to the Greek goddess Athena, was the 
goddess of wisdom, arts, trade, and strategy, or, per the official 
description, “The Goddess of Wisdom, Skill, Contemplation, 
Spinning, Weaving and of Agriculture and Horticulture.” The 
war strategist aspect of Athena was not as heavily worshipped in 
Roman mythology as it was in Greek, although Minerva’s typical 
depiction with a shield and/or a spear characterizes the protective 
aspect of her nature. Whether or not an intention of Aitken’s at 
the time, this symbolism was well-suited for the period leading up 
to America’s entrance into the World War. 

Minerva’s consistent association with an owl identifies her 
most strongly with the quality of wisdom, which was intended to 
represent the Panama-Pacific International Exposition’s theme 
of wisdom and industry, or, in the words of Aitken, to express 
“the larger meaning of the Exposition, its appeal to the intellect.” 
Aitken’s association was fitting, particularly due to the location 
of the Exposition in San Francisco, California and the history of 
that state. The Great Seal of the State of California, adopted in 
1849, portrays Minerva as symbolic of California’s acceptance 
directly into Statehood without first being a U.S. territory — 
in Roman mythology, Minerva sprang from Jupiter’s head fully 
matured and armed with weapons and knowledge. This was no 
doubt also part of the thinking involved when the goddess and 
her sacred owl were depicted on various Confederate currency 
notes in the South in the 1860s. Minerva later appeared on the 
California Pacific International Exposition half dollars of 1935 and 
1936, accompanied by the grizzly, the state emblem, which is also 
depicted on the 1925 Diamond Jubilee half dollar. 

The rich symbolism of the Pan-Pac fifties, combined with their 
scarcity and sheer heft (comparable in size to the fifty dollar “slugs” 
issued by the United States Assay Office during the Gold Rush) 
ranks them among the most sought-after commemoratives ever 
issued by the United States Mint. Moreover, collectors have two 
different varieties from which to choose. The round variant, here 
offered, is slightly scarcer than its octagonal counterpart, with a 
distribution of only 483 coins. This piece is well-struck and displays 
satiny honey-gold luster. Minor evidence of handling limits the 
grade, but there are no distracting abrasions. 

The Renaissance of American Coinage produced some of the 
most beautiful circulating coin designs ever issued by the United 
States, but the commemoratives of this period are equally rich in 
neoclassical symbolism and artistic merit. However, perhaps none 
so much as Aitken’s fifty dollar gold piece.

The fifty dollar pieces were designed by Charles C. Wright, 
an engraver on contract with the United States Mint. Per 
a letter in the National Archives, the obverse of the octagonal 
ingots represented “an Eagle in an attitude of defiance with the 
usual United States Shield resting upon a rock representing the 
Constitution - In the claws of the Eagle are the Olive Branch and 
the Arrows.” The reverse was given an intricate “Engine Turning” 
pattern, thought to be sufficient in thwarting counterfeiting. 

The octagonal fifties were accepted for all customs duties and 
were well-received by the public over the glut of under-weight 
private issues of inferior fineness then dominating the economy, but 
in technical terms, the ingots were not officially legal tender, as the 
government maintained that it was “under no obligation to receive 
them [as money].” As Don Kagin explains in Private Gold Coins 
and Patterns of the United States, this was necessary to avoid the 
provisions of the 1837 legislation which mandated fixed alloy ratios 
for all federally-issued coins. Moreover, it affirmed the reality that 
the United States Assay Office in San Francisco was only intended 
to serve in a provisional mint capacity until such time as an official 
branch mint could be authorized and erected - something which was 
far more difficult to pass in Congress than a meager assay office. 

The U.S. Assay Office was initially operated under the firm 
Moffat & Company, a private coiner that petitioned for and 
acquired the government coining contract. Augustus Humbert, 
a watchmaker from New York, served as Assayer. Early in 1852, 
Moffat sold his interests in the enterprise to Curtis, Perry, and Ward, 
who took over the government contract. The fifty dollar ingots of 
that year were produced under the auspices of both managers, but 
are easily differentiated due to a change in the obverse design. 
Those pieces struck under Moffat & Company bear the peripheral 
inscription: AUGUSTUS HUMBERT UNITED STATES 
ASSAYER OF GOLD CALIFORNIA 1852; those produced under 
Curtis, Perry, and Ward were inscribed: UNITED STATES ASSAY 
OFFICE OF GOLD SAN FRANCISCO CALIFORNIA 1852. 
Both varieties are rare and highly sought-after in any grade. 

This Choice AU example, struck under Moffat & Company, 
displays clear legends with glossy olive-gold patina. Light, scattered, 
ticks and grazes are expected for a gold piece of this nature, and 
none are individually noteworthy. Light wear is primarily evident 
on the high points of the eagle, although the major elements are 
well-defined. A pleasing example of one of the staples of the Gold 
Rush economy. Listed on page 385 of the 2016 Guide Book. Census:

3431 1852 Assay Office Ten Dollar, K-12a(l), R.4, MS63 PCGS. 
CAC. The United States Assay Office ten and twenty dollar gold 
pieces are among the most widely recognized and collected of all 
territorial gold issues. The U.S. Assay Office was established by 
Congress in September 1850, in response to requests for a federal 
branch mint in San Francisco that would relieve the uncertainties 
and fluctuations of privately coined gold. The Assay Office was 
intended to act as a provisional mint only until an actual branch 
of the United States Mint could be authorized and erected, and it 
operated in that capacity until the close of 1853; the San Francisco 
Mint began operations in early 1854. 

Moffat & Company petitioned for and received the coining 
contract for the U.S. Assay Office, and produced those federal 
gold issues until early 1852. In that year, Moffat sold his interests 
in the company to Curtis, Perry, and Ward, seemingly to pursue 
mining interests. Curtis, Perry, and Ward took over the government 
coining contract and operated the U.S. Assay Office in that 
capacity through December 14, 1853, after which preparations 
for transfer of coining operations to the new San Francisco branch 
mint were commenced. 

The 1852 ten dollar gold pieces produced by the U.S. Assay 
Office under Moffat & Company are easily differentiated from 
those struck under Curtis, Perry, and Ward by the reverse 
inscription. The earlier pieces read: “AUGUSTUS HUMBERT 
/ UNITED STATES ASSAYER / OF GOLD. CALIFORNIA. / 
1852.” Although Humbert continued as Chief Assayer after the 
takeover of Curtis, Perry, and Ward, the reverse inscription was 
changed to read: “UNITED STATES ASSAY / OFFICE OF GOLD 
/ SAN FRANCISCO / CALIFORNIA 1852.” 

This example of the latter issue is sharply detailed, with 
pleasant, yellow-gold luster. Light chatter in the fields limits 
the grade, but the overall eye appeal is excellent. A few light 
die cracks are present in the peripheral regions, but the beads 
are strong. PCGS lists 19 examples of this issue in Mint State, 
including three in this grade and just one MS64 coin finer (5/15). 
An opportunity to acquire a California gold piece of this caliber is 
seldom encountered.

1855 Wass, Molitor & Co. Twenty, K-7, AU53 
Small Head, Rare in All Grades 



3432 1855 Wass Molitor Twenty Dollar, Small Head, K-7, High 
R.5, AU53 NGC. Operating in a coinage capacity in 1852 and 
1855, Wass, Molitor & Company produced gold coins of an 
extremely high intrinsic value, consistently the highest of any 
private gold issues struck during the Gold Rush period. This factor 
aided in the firm’s ability to compete with the United States Assay 
Office, notwithstanding the fact that Wass, Molitor & Company 
also paid off their depositors significantly sooner than did the 
government office (two days versus eight days). Samuel Wass 
and Agoston Molitor were well-educated in the trades of mining, 
assaying, melting, and refining, having been highly trained in such 
things in Hungary before being exiled to California during their 
country’s war for independence, and their refining and assaying 
equipment, procured from the United States and London, was of 
the highest quality. Wass, Molitor & Company initially started 
simply as an assay office, but a shortage of small denomination 
gold coins in 1851 ultimately prompted the firm to acquire coinage 
dies and begin filling this void in early 1852. Wass, Molitor & 
Company’s gold pieces were of slightly inferior fineness compared 
to those of the U.S. Assay Office, which also began producing 
small denominations during this period, but they were also slightly 
heavier overall, with the result that these private issues could easily 
compete with their federal rivals. 

Most private coinage operations in the San Francisco region 
were dissolved after the San Francisco Mint became operational in 
April 1854, even those of the United States Assay Office, which 
was intended to exist in a provisional capacity only until the federal 
branch mint could take over. However, steady coinage at the new 
federal facility was periodically interrupted in 1854 and 1855 by 
shortages of the refining acids needed to work gold dust and copper 
alloy into coinable metal. This was a problem for bankers and 
gold interests who were deeply involved in the fast-moving cash¬ 
flow business of the period. To alleviate tensions, in 1855, Wass, 
Molitor & Company produced a brief issuance of ten, twenty, 
and fifty dollar gold pieces which were readily accepted by the 
banking sector and were tradable on par with the federal issues 
when their steady coinage was later resumed. Today, all of these 
issues are rare, with the ten dollar piece being extremely so. 

The Wass, Molitor & Company twenty dollar gold piece of 1855 
was produced in two different types, differentiated by the size of the 
obverse Liberty Head portrait. The Large Head variety, similar 
in appearance to the federal double eagle, is almost uncollectible 
today, although the Small Head variant (here offered) can be 
obtained with patience. This example shows light, consistent wear, 
with the usual array of scattered abrasions that is characteristic 
of private gold issues from this period and region. The surfaces 
are olive-gold in color and there are no significant distractions. 
Weakness on the eagle’s feathers is seen on all examples of this 
issue, and should not be mistaken for wear. Overall, this is a highly 
appealing example of one of the final gold issues produced by one 
of the most successful Gold Rush-era private coiners. Listed on page

3433 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar, Medium Arrows, K-3a, 
R.6, AU55 NGC. Kellogg & Company was in operation from 
December 1853, through 1855, beginning business right after the 
close of the United States Assay Office on December 14, 1853. The 
U.S. Assay Office ceased operations to prepare for the opening of 
the San Francisco Mint, which was to occupy the same structure. 
The federal branch mint did not become operational until April 
1854, and during the interim, Kellogg & Company filled the needs 
of bankers and gold depositors as a private coiner and assayer. 
However, the firm continued in operation well into 1855. During 
this later period, the San Francisco Mint’s coinage operations were 
intermittent due to shortages of the refining and parting acids 
needed to convert raw bullion into the federal coinage alloy. Kellogg 
& Company (as well as Wass, Molitor & Company) supplied 
provisional gold issues and assaying services to the city, alleviating 
the financial stress of the banking sector which otherwise would 
not have had sufficient gold coin to pay depositors. 

Of all the twenty dollar gold pieces produced by Kellogg & 
Company from 1854 to 1855, K-ll is the rarest. The design is 
similar to that of the U.S. Assay Office twenty dollar pieces 
produced in 1853 under Curtis, Perry, and Ward, and it is possible 
that the same reverse dies were used by Kellogg & Company, since 
John G. Kellogg was previously an employee of the U.S. Assay 
Office until its closure in 1853 — it is possible that he brought the 
dies with him to his own firm. This Choice AU example of K-ll 
is sharply detailed, with bright green-gold color. A few scattered 
abrasions are present, but none are individually detracting. Listed 
on page 395 of the 2016 Guide Book.

Compared 
to many of the other private minters in California, the quality of 
Clark, Gruber coinage was far above average, and the gold content 
consistently exceeded standard. 

This first-year five-dollar issue was one of the early efforts of 
the mint, featuring the PIKES PEAK GOLD DENVER reverse 
legend and CLARK & CO. on the obverse coronet. Prooflike 
fields flash nice luster across the green-gold surfaces with orange 
accents at the borders. As noted by the Kagin reference, the strike 
is a bit weak at the obverse and reverse centers, but coin is sharp 
elsewhere. Abrasions and marks are limited to widely scattered 
ticks and a few faint lines.

In 1861, the design was changed to a more traditional federal style 
with the depiction of Liberty’s portrait on the obverse. 

This still-lustrous Territorial gold ten displays a collector- 
friendly grade of AU58 and attractive, minimally marked surfaces. 
Well-produced by the private minter Clark, Gruber & Co. from 
silver-laden Colorado gold, the yellow-gold coloration shows a 
hint of olive-gold patina that adds to the eye appeal. A small dig 
above the period after TEN D is the most noticeable mark. Clark, 
Gruber had a reputation for honesty and accuracy in their coinage. 
Colorado gold was more extensively alloyed with silver than the 
federal standard, which was adjusted by including 23 grains more of 
gold than the United States ten-dollar coins. The total gold value 
was the same as the federal issues, with an “additional 1 percent 
added for the silver alloy.”

Prior to establishment of their private mint, the banking house of 
Clark, Gruber & Co. was one of the largest purchasers of gold dust 
in Colorado. The firm would ship accumulated gold dust to the 
Philadelphia Mint either by pony express or by stage coach. The 
dangerous trip required a payment of 5% of value for insurance, plus 
another 5% for the transportation. The loss of available funds was 
between three weeks to three months depending on circumstances 
of the delivery and turnaround at the Mint, making the idea of a 
local mint not only feasible, but in practical terms a necessity. 

Clark, Gruber quarter eagles, half eagles, eagles, and double 
eagles were minted in both 1860 and 1861, with some die 
modifications between the two years. The major changes on the 
quarter eagle from 1860 to 1861 were the coronet (CLARK & 
CO. changed to PIKES PEAK) and the reverse legend (PIKES 
PEAK GOLD DENVER changed to CLARK GRUBER & CO. 
DENVER). The Donald Kagin reference notes the issue is “Weak 
on Liberty cheek and above ear and on corresponding shield.” 
This example shows a soft strike in those areas. A couple of small 
planchet depressions are visible with a glass on the obverse. The 
coin displays nice luster and orange-gold coloration. Listed on page

The Clark, Gruber & Co. venture into privately made gold coinage 
seemingly lasted for just two years (1860 and 1861), although there 
is no confirmed date of when they stopped issuing coins. The firm 
continued to issue gold bars, and E.H. Gruber mentioned in a 1904 
interview with the Denver Times: “In 1862 we did not coin very 
much money, as the conditions were changed and the government 
greenbacks did not fluctuate as they did in the first years of the war. 
Instead of putting the dust into coins this year we molded it into 
small bars...” 

This 1861'dated eagle is an attractive example what may have 
been the final year of Clark, Gruber ten-dollar production. The 
fields remain lustrous on both sides of this near-Mint coin, and 
the strike is sharp except on Liberty’s descending curls, the eagle’s 
head, and at the right talon. A light, greenish-gold patina covers 
both sides with faint orange-gold highlights at the margins. There 
are no significant abrasions to mention. A die crack from the edge 
through the date and a few reverse cracks indicate aging of the dies, 
diagnostic of the Kagin-7 variety.

The PCGS number ending in 98 
suggests “Damage” as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, 
that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin 
has the details of an AU specimen that has rim damage where the 
mount was removed and shows signs of cleaning. The presence of 
the cross above the crown on the reverse confirms this is an original 
pattern striking, and not a restrike, with soft-gray color and sharp 
remaining detail. 

Struck two years before the more-familiar, official 1883 Hawaiian 
coinage, the five cent issue was a pattern and not an official issue. 
The obverse legend was struck in error, calling Kalakaua KING OP 
SANDWICH ISLANDS instead of Hawaii (the Sandwich Islands 
was the European name for Hawaii). Nevertheless, 200 patterns 
were struck dated 1881 and while few were saved, others became 
pocket pieces or jewelry items such as this “mount removed” coin. 
A rare and important Hawaiian pattern issue.

Judd-185 is 
an extremely rare pattern, likely produced circa 1858 for sale 
to collectors. Survivors number as few as three or four pieces, 
per USPatterns.com, although Pollock listed six examples in his 
1994 roster. Interestingly, despite the issue’s rarity, there were two 
representatives offered in New York Coin & Stamp Company’s 
June 1890 sale of the Lorin G. Parmelee Collection; the specimens 
were described as “rare” and realized $4.50 each, a substantial sum 
for the period. 

The present example is the first entry in Pollock’s Judd-185 
roster, and is plate-matched to the coin in Superior’s June 1977 
sale of the Dr. Walter Lee Crouch Collection, earlier from Federal 
Brand’s Million Dollar Auction Sale at the 1963 FUN Convention, 
where it was also plated. A small spot in the C in AMERICA and a 
couple others along the upper-right reverse border serve as pedigree 
identifiers. A few light, localized pinscratches tucked in the field 
near the F in OF and the first A in AMERICA preclude a numeric 
grade from ANACS, but pose little distraction to the remainder 
of the coin, which is sharply struck and blanketed in coppery-red, 
auburn, and olive-gold hues. The rarity of this variety alone would 
be cause for excitement, although the present piece also comes with 
a recorded pedigree going back more than half a century.

Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, telephone, fax, or 
mail first, followed by a floor bidding session; HeritageLive! and real- time telephone bidding are 
available to registered clients during these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good 
standing of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded 
lots. Such determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time 
prior to, during, or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any 
person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either 
furnish satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or 
supply valid credit card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the 
Auction. Bids placed through our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre¬ 
registered Bidders. Bidders who are not members of HA.com or affiliates should preregister at least

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail 
bids) are treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment (called 
a cut bid). Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment 
will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be 
considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneers place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 


an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE

the earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any 
such bids at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its 
affiliates. The Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to 
releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional information.) Payments can be made 
24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close 
of the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the 
Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and 
any other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer, at its option, may charge a twenty (20%) 
restock fee on the amount of the purchase and offset the restock fee against any monies paid to the 
Auctioneer or against any of the purchaser’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment 
of the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of 
any other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of 
any Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With 
respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
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a 15% sellers commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall 
have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by 
possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession.. 

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to 
a common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for 
third-party shipment must designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping 
costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneers file (carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper. On all foreign shipments, 
any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by the Bidder following Auctioneers delivery to the 
Bidders designated common carrier or third-party shipper. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to 
arrange pick-up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no 
liability. Failure to pick-up or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject 
Lots to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for 
larger items and $5.00 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the 
Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot maybe offered for sale to recover any past due storage 
or moving fees, including a 10% Sellers Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, 
crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, import, or 
both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both export 
and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay or failure to obtain any such license 
or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely compliance with standard payment terms. For further 
information, please contact Ron Brackemyre at 800- 872-6467 ext.

36B. California State law prohibits the importation of any product containing Python skin into the 
State of California, thus no lot containing Python skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or 
company in California. 

36C. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any 
Government or public authority, or risks of contraband or illegal transportation of trade, or 

b. Breakage of statuary, marble, glassware, bric-a-brac, porcelains, jewelry, and similar fragile articles 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall 
waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer 
disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue 


clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which 
arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer’s purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under 
the rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be 
Dallas, Texas. The arbitrators award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a 
Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District 
Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam 
jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A 
consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of 
numismatic or related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must 
be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is 
waived. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject 
to class certification. Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions 
and restrictions for return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed 
under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its 
damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on 
damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid or arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall 
be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the 
corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas.
